Oldelt Field 
Manhkl of .the German

Berlin, Dec. 24.—Count von Blumen- 


thal, the oldest field marshal In the 
German army, died last evening on 
his estate at 
Quel'.endorf, duchy of 


Anhalt. Count Blumeuthal was born 
in 1809, and has fought in every war 
in which Prussia has engaged since 
1827. 
He was a great favorite with 


the dowager empress and'other royal 
personages. 
One of the first acts of

separate and above that sum. 


Wisconsin national guardsmen, the 


most of them, are still carrying the 
old-itime Springfield, which is not to 
be compared with the Krag Jorgensen 
for efficiency or general usefulness. 
Wisconsin and her national

The men complain that the

Springfield rifle is a heavy weapon, 
that has a <recoil like a cannon. A man 
is handicapped who carries one of 
these guns when called into service, 
against any troops armed with modern 
weapons.

Friday morning, the third day before

CUT OFF $40,000,000. 


Big Troasnrr Surplus In eight—Govern- 


ment Cannot Suitor by Abatement o( 
H».^T Tuxes, Bays Tuwnoy—Uoer Pnys 
Two War Ti«c«. 


Chicago, Dec. 24.—J. 
A. Tawney, 


representative in congress from Min- 
nesota and member ot the -ways and 
means committee, was at the A-acli- 
torium to-day. He is.on Ms- way home 
from Washington for the ho'ldays. 


"Yes," he said, "tire house has 


a revenue reduction measure, 
awaits the attention of the senate. The 
total reduction .will amount to aljont 
$40,000,000. And the tax on beer has 
'been reduced 25 cents on the barrel, o: 
from |1.85 to $1.60. 
When congress 


passed the Spanish war revenue meas- 
ure it was distinctly understood that 
the taxes so laid were special, created 
for an emergency, and, being such, 
would be abated when the occasion 
had passed or the Spanish war had 
Seen concluded. 


Mat of Artic'cn Affected. 


"Accordingly the committee framed 


a reduction bill, taking oft the tax on 
documents, 
checks, notes — indeed 


abolishing all the so-called stamp taxes 
as well as the tax on .proprietary med- 
icines, on express packages, telegrams 
and so forth. The committee felt also 
that -beer, one of the country's great in- 
dustries, should have some share in 
the reduction. Beer alone pays two 
•war taxes—that 
of the 
civil war, 


which has never 'been removed and is 
now regarded as a peace tax. and that 
of the Spanish war, which is unquali- 
fiedly a war tax. 'Beer pays a tax ol 
$2 out of every $5, which' investigation 
proves to be a'bout equally distributed 
between the consumer, the retailer and 
the producer. The Secretary of the 
Treasury informed the committee that 
tne revenues could easily bear a reduc- 
tion of ?50',000,000. 
"We reduced .only 


.$40,000,000. 


•JtHgr Treoanry Surplus. 


•"There IB now in the treasury a 'sur- 


plus of about $135,000,000. This at the 


. end of -the present 'fiscal year will be 


augmented 'by $77,000,000, and at the 
•end .of the next fiscal year, July 1 
°1902, will amount to $235,000,000. Now 
it is regarded as good practice to have 
in tne treasury as a working balance 
a surplus of $50,000,000. All the fore- 
casts of the various governmental de- 
partments for the next year, including 
army and -navy estimates, call for ex- 
penditures, wh'ic'h, after -deducting the 
$50,000,000 working (balance, leave stiU 
$89,000,000 surplus out of the $235,000,- 
000 surplus revenue still in the treas- 
ury, and the house Trill -would reduce 
that $89,000,000 by 'only '$40,000,008. So 
how can tie government 'be made to 
suffer In .order to favor the 'beer in- 
terests?"
